Metropolitan St. Louis went over 
the top in the Third War Loan 
drive at noon today, exceeding its 
$180,675,000 quota by $882,611, 

Subscriptions were still pouring 
in as St. Louis and St. Louis Coun- 
ty bond purchases reached a total 
of $181,557,611 on the twenty-sec- 
ond day of the 24-day campaign. 


In one important respect, how- 
ever, St. Louis was still short of 
victory. Meredith C. Jones, cam- 
paign chairman, estimated that in- 
dividual. purchases still lacked 
9000 of reaching the 250,000 figure 
assigned by the United States 
Treasury, and expressed the hope 
that, far from considering the 
drive over, campaign workers and 
the general public would intensify 
their efforts to make the victory 
a double one before the drive 
formally ends Saturday. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau announced in Evansville, 
Ind., today that the nation’s goal 
of 15 billion dollars had been 
reached 

Drive Chairman's Statement. 


“The Battle of St. Louis was won 
by fighters of all the ranks,” Jones 
said. 

“This was no easy victory. Our 
Government asked us to back the 
attack with $180,675,000 in ponds— 
our part of 15 billion dollars need- 
ed in the drive against the enemy. 
That we succeeded is the measure 
of the determination of every one 
of us that our sector of the finan- 
cial beachhead would be held, even 
as men from St. Louis at the same 
time held their beachheads at Sa- 
lerno and on New Guinea. 

“So many individuals bought 
bonds that it seems likely that 
when the final count is completed 
St. Louis will make an excellent 
showing in number of individual 
purchasers. A broad base of buying 
was as important as the total 
amount of bonds, and in this re- 
spect, too, we have succeeded. 

“Corporations of every size, 
whose allotments were an integral 
part of the goal, participated to 
the limit. It would have been im- 
possible to discharge the task with- 
out their understanding of and 
geal for national and community 
interest. 

“St. Louis has done no more than 
its duty and no less than it will 
always do.”

Figures an- 
nounced by the Navy Department 
placed naval casualties at 30,162. 

The Navy total included 11,258 

dead, 5305 wounded, 9456 missing 
and 4143 taken ‘prisoner. 
The Army total, Stimson told 
a press conference, covered the 
period from Dec. 7, 1941, through 
casualties at Salernp, Italy, and 
up to and including’Sept. 15, 

The casualties at Salerno, where 
the Allied beachhead was estab- 
lished in Italy, totaled 3500 killed, 
wounded and missing. 

Stimson gave this breakdown for 
the war casualties, not eine. 
Salerno: 

Killed, 10,682. 

Wounded, 26,666; 

Missing, 23,743. 

Taken prisoner, 20,451. 

Since the landings in Sicily July 
10 American casualties in the Med- 
iterranean theater of operations up 
to the Salerno campaign amounted 
to 1455 killed, 5213 wounded and 
1736 missing, Stimson. said. Nearly 
all of these casualties resulted 
from the Sicilian operation, al- 
though some were the result of 
air action and some included pre- 
viously unreported figures. 

Stimson said that of the 26,666 
soldiers wounded ,in the war to 
date 10,975 have either returned to 
duty or been discharged from hos- 
pitals. 

He said that it was “gratifying 
to note that the Salerno casualties 
were less than we fearcd.”

Prison Terms Possible, 


The case involves alleged viola- 
tion of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act but this act provides no 
For that rea- 
son the Department of Justice is 
invoking the Civil Rights Statute 
which guarantees American citi- 
zens the protection of the Consti- 
tution and all laws adopted under’ 
the Constitution, Prison sentences 
as well as fines may be assessed 
under the Civil Rights statute. 

The case against Lewis and Ed- 
mundson wag first developed by 
the Treasury, as has been told in 
the Post-Dispatch. An extensive 
investigation led to presentation to 
the Department of Justice of in- 
come tax charges growing out of 
“loans” made by Lewis and Ed- 
mundson to Carl Elshoff, lessee 
of Mine B at Springfield. Follow- 
ing Gane” to Elshoff totaling 
about $225,000, Mine B was closed 
down and when it reopened the 
Progressive Miners had lost, the 
majority which a previous labor 
board election showed them to 
have and the UMW had an over- 
whelming majority. 


Post-Dispatch Disclosed Loans, 


Existence of the loans and the 
mysterious circumstances attend- 
ing them were first disclosed in 
the Post-Dispatch last October. It 
was subsequently disclosed that 
the payments were made without 
the knowledge of the rank and file 
of the United Mine Workers or all 
of the members of its executive 
board in Illinois. 

The Treasury, in its presentation 
to the Department of Justice, de- 
clared that this was not a “loan” 
but a payment to Elshoff which 
he did not report as income. After 
long study of the case the Depart- 
ment of Justice held that it would 
be difficult to establish the tax 
case.’ It was decided, however, that 
there had been an alleged conspir- 
acy to violate the labor act. 


Case Reinvestigated. 


Frank Coleman of the Depart- 
ment of Justice was assigned to do 
a reinvestigation. It is on his rec- 
ommendation that the civil rights 
charges are to be presented to the 
Springfield grand jury. 

As was told in the Post-Dispatch 
at’ the time, Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau was consid- 
erably annoyed at the decision by 
the Justice Department against 
proceeding with the tax case. 
Morgenthau was so firmly con- 
vinced that a tax case existed that 
he sent the report of his investiga-

An administration revenue pro- 
gram embodying stiff tax increases 
in the $5000 to $25,000 income 
brackets and providing for post- 
war rebates of cash or Government 
life and annuity insurance shaped 
up today for presentation to Con- 
gress. Apparently a controversial 
reception is in prospect there. 

The program, reported in prep- 
aration last week, was outlined 


in greater detail to a group of 
members of the congressional tax- 
ing committees yesterday and will 
be submitted formally to the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
Monday. 

It proposes a new refundable tax 
understood to have been suggested 


reported to have. overruled objec- 
tions of Secretary.of the Treasury 
Morgenthau to this form of corm- 
pulsory savings. 

Although conferees declined to 
discuss all details, this tax appar- 
ently would be added to the reg- 
ular income levies, with the pres- 
ent wage and salary withholding 
rate being increased from 20 per 
cent to 30 per cent above fixed 
exemptions. The present 5 per 
cent victory tax _— be abol- 
ished. 
$6.400,000,000 Rise in Collections, 

The effect, it was said, would be 
to increase the Government’s im- 
mediate collection from all indi- 
viduals by $6,400,000,000 yearly, 
thus furnishing the major share 
of the 10 billion revenue the pro- 
gram is geared to raise. 

The rebate provision suggested 
by the President, however, would 
have the net effect eventually of 
reducing the tax against net in- 
comes of less than $2000. 

Postwar rebates would be pro- 
vided for all individual taxpayers, 
but the total amount. rebated on 
any one year’s tax could not ex- 
ceed $500. Thus the maximum re- 
bate would be reached on an 
$11,000 annual net income and

drove to the southern slopes of 
3900-foot Vesuvius and began the 
last stages of their approach to 
Naples around the base of the 
volcano. 

In front of the advancing troops, 
Allied planes concentrated on 
bridges and road junctions which 
the Germans must use in their re- 
treat from the Naples area,

(A Berlin dispatch to the Stock- 
holm newspaper Aftonbladet said 
the Germans have evacuated 
Naples after destroying harbor in- 
stallations. “Communistic revolt” 
and sabotage on a large scale were 
partly responsible for the evacua- 
tion, the dispatch said. 

(A German military spokesman 
in Berlin said the “rebels” were 
co-operating with Allied troops 
south of Naples, and added that

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
communique announced the cap- 
ture of both Pompei, 10 miles 
‘along the coast from Naples, and 
Mercato San Severino, 22 miles 
southeast of the big port which 
has been shaken and swept for 
a week by the explosions and fires 
set by German demolition crews, 
and ridden by vengeful machine-

Russell said Chinese officials 
estimated the Japanese were build- 
ing 1000 planes a month instead 
of the 500 usually credited to 
them. Brewster said the group 
was informed that the Japanese 
had doubled their shipbuilding ca- 
pacity. 

Brewster said he attributed a 
recent statement by Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur to concern in Australia 
over reports that the Southwest 
Pacific command might be subor- 
inated to that of Lord Louis 
Mountbatten in India and Burma. 

Russell agreed with Senator 
Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts, who 
told the Associated Press in Hono- 
lulu that the men at the fighting 
front were disturbed at the optimis- 
tic tone of official communiques 
issued by the Army and Navy. 

Russell said he returned with the 
opinion that the war would not 
end in the Pacific before 1945, but 
he “wouldn’t be surprised at any- 
thing that happens to Germany.”

British Treatment of News 

He said news of American mili- 
tary activities was being played 
down by British news services and 
the British radio. 

From accounts they read in 
Egypt, Russell said it appeared 
that United States troops were not 
doing any of the fighting in Sicily. 
He told reporters later he had 
made a study of English news and 
radio broadcasts and found that 
when the Royal Air Force made a 
sortie, it always was mentioned by 
name, but when American bombers 
went into action the results were 
always attributed to “Allied air 
forces.” 

Brewster said the time had come 
to obtain more oil from the British 
holdings in the Persian Gulf area 
instead of continuing the heavy 
drain on American supplies. 

“TI am told that the British re- 
finery at Abadan, Iran, which they 
say is the largest in the world, 
could increase its output 40 per 
cent,” Brewster said. “I hope that 
we can get a greater proportion of 
our oil there instead of drawing so 
heavily on our diminishing sup- 
plies. 

Future Prospects. 

“If that goes on and we have 
another war in 10 or 15 years, we 
may have to go out with a tin dip- 
per and ask somebody for oil.” 

Brewster mentioned that the 
British have had representatives of 
Cabinet rank in intimate touch 
with their military leaders in North 
Africa and the Middle East.

POLITICAL PRISONERS OVER 70 


FREED ON PAROLE BY FRANCO) 


MADRID, Sept. 30 (AP). — All 
Spanish prisoners over 70 years of 
age will gain conditional liberty 
under new laws approved by the 
Cabinet and announced today by 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco. 

Another law granted similar 
freedom to 6605 other political 
prisoners, 

Still another decree abolished 
the excess profits tax of from 40 
to 80 per.cent on all individuals, 
companies and corporations re- 
porting profits of more than 7 per 
cent. 

The tax, imposed in 1941, was 
designed “to distribute more 
equitably the sacrifices of recon- 
struction and the profits of the 


world war.”

TARGETS IN’ RUAR 


Eight Bombers Missing— 
Fifth Heavy Pounding 
This Year for Nazi 
Steel Center. 


LONDON, Sept. 30 (AP), — Re-| 


turning to Germany’s great Ruhr 
concentration of war industry after 
an interval of a month, British 
bombers last night gave the big 
iron city of Bochum its fifth heavy 
pounding of this year, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Other objectives in the Ruhr 
valley also were hit in the raid, 
the third Royal Air Force attacks 
against German war targets in the 
last eight nights. A communique 
said eight of the bombers were 
missing. 

Bochum, last attacked on June 
25, is the center of Ruhr coke and 
steel industry. 7 

A heavy night raid on June 12 
devastated 130 acres in the center 
of the city, which has a population 
of 320,000. Three large steel works, 
including branches of the Krupp 
combine are situated there, as well 
as many important cokc, coal, iron, 
tin, zinc and chemical works. 

One hundred and fifty miles in- 
land from the’Dutch coast, Boch- 
um is situated 11 miles west of 
Dortmund, amid other frequently 
bombed cities such as Duisburg, 
Krefeld and Munchen-Gladbach. 

The attack represented the third 
blow thig week at the Nazis’ great 
industrial artery, the Dortmund- 
Ems canal. 
. The Berlin radio said the bombs 

dropped during the night “dam- 
aged the residential quarters of 
several towns, particularly in 
Bochum.” : 

Berlin also broadcast a Stock- 
holm dispatch reporting that for- 
eign planes passed over southern 
Sweden in the night, flying in a 
southerly direction, What connec- 
tion this had with the attack on 
the Ruhr was problematical, unless 
the British squadrons followed a 
circle route to avoid the heavy 
anti-aircraft defenses concentrated 
along the channel coasts.

Russians Smash on in North. 

More than 300 miles north of 
Kiev, Red Army forces which cap- 
tured Rudnya, important communi- 
cations center midway between 
Smolensk and Vitebsk, were plung- 
ing ahead toward the northern 
border of White Russia, less than 
10 miles away. The swift advance 
constituted a potential threat to 
German-held Poland, 100 miles 
farther west, and Riga, capital and 
chief city of Latvia on the shores 
of the Baltic Sea. 

Soviet forces were reported rap- 
idly advancing beyond Bolshe 


where the drive toward Minsk ap- 


miles from the old Polish border. 

Vitebsk was but 40 miles from 
the spearhead of the advancing 
columns, and capture of that north- 
ern German bastion would open 
the way for a possible drive down 
the main railroad route to Riga, 
800 miles to the northwest. 

The Russians said the capture of 
Kremenchug yesterday, between 
Kiev and Dnieperopetrovsk, came 
after a fierce battle in which eight 
Red Army’ divisions and swarms 
of Soviet fighter planes took part. 
It was one of the lest sizable Ger- 
man bridgeheads on the left bank 
of the lower Dnieper. R 

210 Air Miles From Bassara 

Red Army troops along the mid- 
dle Dnieper were 210 airline miles 
from the frontier of the former 
Russian Province of Bessarabia, 
now a part of Rumania. Capture 
of Kiev would leave the Bug River 
defense line the only formidable 
obstacle to a drive on Bessarabia 
by the Soviet Ukrainian forces. 

The Russians announced that 
5000 miles of railroad lines had 
been laid in the wake of the ad- 
vancing Red Army since last 
March. One entire new line was 
buiJt at the front in a month and 
a line of 845 miles in length was 
put in operation within two weeks. 

In two months, it was asserted, 
the Russians have advanced from 
185 to 250 miles, liberated more 
than 192,000 square miles of terri- 
tory and millions of Soviet people. 


‘The German high command sald 
that Russian forces were continu- 
ing their crossing thrusts along the 
middle Dnieper and that the Nazis 
had thrown the Reds out of a 
bridgehead established “in difficult 
territory.” It reported that Soviet 
reinforcements were being hurled 
against German defenses near Za- 
porozhe, on the river south of 
Dnieperopetrovsk, and that the 
Russians were still attacking with 
strong forces in the Kuban,

By a quick turn of 
the helm her bows were brought 
dead on to this exceptional wave 
and she was safe.” 

In addition to taking Allied 
troops to the fighting front, the 
Queen Mary—which has accommo- 
dations to carry 12,000 to 20,000 
men—has carried to overseas cap- 
tivity thousands of Italian and 
German prisoners of war.

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Prewar Naples Gay and Beautiful, 
Rich in Art, a Center of Industry 


Harbor Was One of Europe’s Best — Slums 
Pulled Down, City Rebuilt After 1884 
Cholera Epidemic.

Beautiful Naples, the pride of 

Southern Italy, in peacetime wis 
@ gay and thriving city of nearly 
a million population, a gathering 
place for tourists who reveled in 
its soft climate and marveled at 
its artistic wonders, and likewise 
an important manufacturing and 
shipping center. 

The city, usually bright with the 
southern sun, spreads fanwise and 
upwards in tiers of white buildings 
across the curving northern shore 
of the Bay of Naples. Eastwards 
the city extends to the fertile plain 
of Capana. 

Dominant over Naples is the 
famed active volcano Vesuvius, 
clasically called “her terror and her 
pride.” 

Vesuvius rises from a flat on 
the northeast shore of the Bay of 
Naples. At the base of the moun- 
tain are populous villages as well 
as the classic sites of Herculaneum 
and Pompei. 

Founded By Greeks. 
Naples was founded as a Greek 

colony about 1000 B. C. The Ro- 
mans conquered it in the fourth 
century, then it fell into the hands 


of the Ostrogoths, and later it be- 
came the capital of the Greek 
Duchy of Naples. In 1131 the city 
came under the power of the Lom- 
bards and became the capital of 
the kingdom of the two Sicilies. 

In centuries past the city was 
successively under Spanish, Prus- 
sian and French rule and finally 
merged with the kingdom of Italy. 

Much of Naples’ charm lies in its 
artistic treasures, some of which 
may now be in ruins. It has 
numerous ancient and modern cas- 
tles of great beauty as well as 
more than 300 churches. Its many 
educational institutions are headed 
by the University of Naples.- Its 
San Carlos Opera in the years be- 
fore the war was one of the best 
known in the world. 


Ite Art Treasures. 


In its national museum are—or 
were, at least, before the Nazis 
got their hands on the city—un- 
paralleled art treasures from Her- 
culaneum and Pompoi, Besides an 
abundance of seventeenth century 
art many fine examples of thir- 
teenth century art and the renais- 
sance rested in Naples. 

The churches of Naples usually 
are elaborately decorated inside

what plain. 

Best known thoroughfare is the 
historic Toledo, officially known as 
Via Roma, which runs almost due 
north from the Piazza del Plebis- 
cito in front of the Piazzo Reale, 
until, as Via Nuova Capodimonte, 
it reaches the gates of Capodi- 
monte Palace, thus dividing the 
city into two parts. 


Before the Germans began the

International Labor Of. 
fice Calls for Repatria- 
tion and Redistribution 
of Workers. 


Sept. 30 (AP)— 
The International Labor Office de- 
clared today that “one of the most 
urgent tasks of postwar reconstruc- 
tion” would be permanent reset- 
tlement of more than 30 million 
persons torn from their F'uropean 
homes. : 

A 166-page report, entitled “The 
Lisplacement of Population in Eu- 
rope,” said the problem was far 
“beyond the powers of any single 
country” and added: 

“Millions have been victimized 
by a narrow nationalism which has 
had a total disregard of human 
beings. They can be helped only 
by. international co-operation and 
organization.” 

The study was prepared by Prof. 
Eugene M. Kulischer, d‘rector of 
the Research Bureau on Popula- 
tion Movements of New York, in 
consultation with Pierre Wael- 
broeck, chief of labor conditions, 
employment and migration section 
of the International Labor Office. 
many. or- 
ganizations and individuals with 
information on European condi- 
tions. 

Redistribution of Lavor. 

Looking for a solution to the 
problem presented by the millions 
of displaced persofis, the study ex- 
presses the view that in most cases 
repatriation will be the most ob- 
vious rem measure. 

But even repatriation would not 
afford a necessarily satisfactory 
solution, the study pointed out, be- 
caus. various countries \ have 
differing labor requirements. 
Therefore, in conjunction with 
repatriation, a redistribution of la- 
bor might become necessary if 
full employment is to exist. sy 

“This kind of geographical re- 
distribution of labor, like repatria- 
tion, would call for action on an 
international scale,” the report 
continues. “It would call for noth- 
ing less than the organization of 
an international employment serv- 
ice.”

Controlled Immigration. 


To take care of such persons, 
the report recommended a system 
of controlled immigration super- 
vised by “an international organ- 
ization capable of co-ordinating 
the interests of the countries of 
emigration and immigration, and 
of making available the capital 
necessary to enable the labor of 
the former countries to-be used 
to develop the natural resources 
of the latter.” 

The report declared that unless 
immigration, especially to coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere, 
is resumed in an ordered manner, 
‘it will not be possible to solve 
the problem of war and prewar 
refugees.” * 

The study estimated the number 
of Jews uprooted in Europe, large- 
ly as a result of German anti- 
Semitism, at more than four mil- 
lion, and said that in the past two 


years and a half an increasing 
number had been put to work in 
Nazi war industry.

Labor Needs Reduced, 


With all their difficulties, the

.¥Fredborg maintains that Ger-| 
many hasn't a single friend among 
the nations of the world, that the 
Nazi is hated deeply even by his 
Allies, and that the Third Reich 
is isloated politically because of its 
utter political unreliability and 
frequent lack of tact in dealing 
with smaller states. 

Developing this line, Fredborg 
says, in general: 

The question of the United States 
strikes a highly sensitive note 
f®™ong the Germans, most of whom 
sympathize with this democratic 
nation mainly because it has be- 
come the home of millions of Ger-. 
man immigrants. They also re- 
member the American share in the 
last war, 

For several years the Nazi propa- 
ganda line has been to minimize 
the power of America, and Berlin 
is ironical about “the madness of 
the figures.” They claim American 
industries are not even coming 
close to figures mentioned by 
President Roosevelt. 


Schmidt’s Blunder. 

The campaign of Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels in this connec- 
tion reached a peak in 1942, but, it 
seems, his frantic efforts failed to 
convince his people the United 
States is weak and rotten morally. 
The foreign press, however, had 
to go on listening to interpreta- 
tions of President Roosevelt by the 
Nazi press chief, Dr. Schmidt. 

Schmidt, in the autumn of 1942, 
committed a blunder which for 
months was a live topic in inter- 
national circles in Berlin. He in- 
vited to his press conference Dr. 
Hans Thomsen, former German 
Charge d’Affairs at Washington 
and now Minister to Stockholm. 
To the surprise of everyone pres- 
ent, Thomsen refuted the picture 
Schmidt had painted of America. 
Throughout the interview, the 
Astonished Schmidt struggled to 
get back to topics more favorable 
to himself. 

Schmidt asked Thomsen if the 
American people were beginning to 
understand President Roosevelt 
had cheated them. Thomsen re- 
plied that the President, without 
doubt, was a great statesman, one 
who had the people behind him. 

“We ought not to have illusions 
about that, and now that. the 
American people have entered the 
war they will fight to the bitter 
end,” Thomsen added. 

Some of Schmidt's 
asked if United States politics 
were not dictated by Jews, and 
Thomson gave the astonishing an- 
swer that in America there was a 
great difference between Jews and 
Jews—between Jews who were 
Americanized, who think and feel 
America, and poor proletarian 
Jews in a deep abyss.

Nazi Spy System Weak. 

The Germans know little of what 
is taking place-in England. The 
British seem to be far better in- 
formed on conditions in Germany. 
The British Secret Service has 
been known to spin the entire Ger- 
man nation in its web. After the 
war we may learn how high-rank- 
ing Nazis had worked for the Brit- 
ish for years, 

As for Russia, by the end of the 
autumn of 1942 everyone was 
scared that the Nazis might capitu- 
late to Stalin. This alternative, it 
must be admitted, has not been en- 
tirely eliminated. 

Some high officers, following the 
line of Gen Von Seeckt, want Ger- 
many to work for a coalition be- 
tween the great Continental pow- 
ers. Within the German army, 
though, the general conception is 
that Germany must defend itself 
to the utmost in the East and 
could think of capitulating only to 
the Western powers. 

When the German armies came 
up against the Russians they met 
enemies with quite a different men- 
tality. The Germans had the idea 
the Russians were living in inde- 
scribable inisery and they, the Ger- 
mans, felt they were fighting for 
a better world, 

The German troops had no illu- 
sions as to their fate if caught by 
the Russians. That is why they 
fought so stubbornly. 

That the Germans started to ex- 
ecute many Russian prisoners is 
undeniable. Eyewitnesses described 
the executions. The Nazis defend- 
ed this policy with the statement 
that they had no food and insuffi- 
cient men to guard the prisoners. 
They said they killed thém pain- 
lessly—with gas. 

The German military leadership 
soon took vigorous action to halt 
the killings. 


Blunder in Ukraine. 


German political short-sighted- 
ness was reflected in the invasion 
of Russia. During Von Brau- 
chitsch’s leadership the Army made 
an agreement with Ukraine nation- 
alists that in case of a German-

him into an honorable, upright, law- 
abiding citizen. The present hit-and. 
miss system of commitment too often 
simply places an already defiant and 
ceabbiniced first offender in a school of 
crime where hardened criminals are the 
teachers. How can reformation be 
brought about under such conditions? 
Why not have one or more of our 

State penal institutions set apart for 

first offenders only? They would thus 

be protected from the presence and 
poisonous influence of those for whose 
social redemption there ig little hope. 

In this way and under these conditions, 

an entirely different set of rules and 

regulations could be used, and real char- 
acter-building might well be expected. 
From such institutions, the individual 
could be sent back into public life with 
so much less stigma and disgrace, And 
it would be far easier for him to find 
his place in communities where he may 
once more be respected and happy. 
The initial cost should be no more 
than that of the present method. The 
saving effected by the decrease in the 
number of repeaters would be large. The 
increased number saved from lives of 
costly criminality would cause us to 
wonder why this or some similar plan 
had not been adopted many years ago.

The suggestion, by an intermediary of the Presi- 
dent’s, was made to get Slattery’s resignation and 80 
pacify the National Rural Electrification Co-opera- 
tive Association, which has been trying to oust the 
REA administrator ever ‘since he stymied its plans 
to use co-op funds to operate an insurance scheme, 

Mr. Slattery must be a pretty tired man by now. 
He woyld be more than human if he were not at- 
tracted by the opportunity to chuck the whole mess 
and travel to other countries to study the subject 
which has so much appeal for him. But he is stick- 
ing this one out. He says, very properly, that if he 
quit now, his action might be construed as an ad- 
mission that he was wrong and his enemies were 
right. 

He might also have said that if he resigned now 
there would be a very strong possibility that rural 
America might have to kiss REA good-by. REA has 
been a storm center sq long that it has been seri- 
ously damaged, and its interior affairs appear from 
the outside to be in a condition bordering upon an- 
archy.

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MR. BARD’S WARNING, 

From so high and responsible a source as Ralph A. 
Bard, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, comes a warn- 
ing against permitting ideas based on Russia's pro- 
gram of 10 years ago to wreck the world peace pro- 
gram. The world do move. Men’s minds often re- 
main static. They permit old prejudices to sit in 
judgment on new conditions as many do toward 
Russia. 

Mr. Bard says “the future peace of the world lies 
in relationships soon to be established among the 
United States, Great Britain, Russia and China. 
Russia as our ally makes sense in a big way. Rus- 
sia as someone elée’s ally raises consternation in the 
breast of those of us who are vitally interested in 
the world our children will have to live in.” 

The static mind in a dynamic world should ponder 
these words.

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STOKERS—AN ALLY IN THE SMOKE FICHT. 

To a community concerned with preserving its vic- 
tory over the smoke evil, Mayor Kaufmann’s assur- 
ance that St. Louisans will be able to get an adequate 
supply of smokeless fuel is good news. There are 
two qualifications, however: there will be a tight 
squeeze for the next 60 days, and the supply depends 
on the absence of any further Federal directives 
diverting coal from this area. 

Even if there were no doubt whatever about a 
plentiful supply, Smoke Commissioner Boyles’ strong 
indorsement of large-size stokers would still be worth 
heeding by the consumers who now lack these de- 
vices. There are still many apartments, commercial 
buildings, schools and industries that continue to 
burn HDastern coal, as Mr, Boyles points out, although 
they could use the cheaper Illinois product by in- 
stalling stokers. The WPB has just removed the 
restrictions on conversion, and some 1500 commercial 
stokers are now available in this area for immediate 
use. 

There are two advantages in such a program as 
the Smoke Commissioner urges: the heating plants 
converted to stoker firing can be operated more eco- 
nomically, and the anti-smoke program will benefit 
by the release of the quantities of smokeless fuel 
these plants would otherwise consume. That is, for 
every industry that turns to Illinois coal, ite former 
tonnage of Hastern fuel will be available for the 
stoves and furnaces of domestic consumers who can- 
not, under the ordinance, use the smoky fuel. If 
there are periods of smokeless-coal scarcity this win- 
ter, the pinch will be greatly relieved if the larger 
users who do not now have them will meanwhile 
have installed stokers. 

Both individuals and the community will benefit 


by adoption of Mr. Boyles’ advice on installation of 


stokers.

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HIGHER TAXES ARB.A NECESSITY. 

News that the Treasury is about ready to submit 
to Congress a program for raising $8,000,000,000 addi- 
tional taxes is a jolt but less of a surprise. Every- 
body ought to know by now that the Government 
simply must have more money to run the war. 

’ Advance hints are that there will be increases in 
individual income taxes, in corporation income taxes, 
in excise taxes. The principle of postwar refunds, 
which is used in the Canadian and British war taxa- 
tion systems, is understood to be recommended; in 
effect, this would amount to compulsory savings. 

The postwar-refund, or compulsory-saving, plan 
has a lot to recommend it. In addition to providing 
needed revenue it will serve the additional purposes 
of helping to retard inflation, building up a backlog 
of financial security for emetic nes and fostering a 
habit of saving. 

The néw taxes may pack, as nbeaiitasl, a wallop 
that will jar your back teeth out; but the taxpayers 
know it’s-necessary, and can take it. :

Senator Downey of California, who, as we sus- 
pected the other day, derives his startling thoughts 
from the Buddhist practice of contemplating his 
navel, has come up again with more gems, 

Yesterday he criticised the whole strategy of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill and 
said, if proper use were made of our air power, Ger- 
many could be bombed into submission within four 
months. Shades of Ziff and Seversky! 

This was only the beginning. It was amazing to 
the California seer that, in view of our air superior- 
ity, we took on Italy before Germany. He attacked the 
high command for failing to recognize our capacity 
to create destructive air power and said, if it was 
not so abysmally dumb, Germany would have bit the 
dust months ago. 

Taking another quick look at his midsection, the 
Senator said we plan to build a vast land army, most 
of which never can and never will be used. What 
we should do is simply to bomb Germany into de- 
struction and then a mere token land army could 
march into Berlin “if it made our leaderg happier.”

The 
President should forthwith strip off that flowing 
toga and equip the man with a four-star soldier suit, 
fire the high command and notify Hitler to lie down 
and die.

A CONTROVERSY THAT DEGENERATED. 

What began as a dignified and well-meaning con- 
troversy over the report that Gen. Marshall is about 
to be transferred has degenerated into a fishwives’ 
clambake. The all-time low was set when a member 
of Congress charged that Marshall was going to be 
sent abroad to establish an international WPA. 

A great General, absorbed in the crushing tasks of 
directing the war, was impelled to express his regret 
to Representative Thomas of Texas, who told his col- 
leagues that the gossip “was seriously affecting the 
war effort.” He also assured Chairman May of the 
House Military Committee that thcre is “complete 
harmony among the high officials of the War De- 
partment and the administration and that anything 
that was done was done with his approval.” 

At his press conference yesterday, the President 
expressed justified irritation over some of the absurd 
things that have been printed about the Marshall 
transfer, and pointed out that if a transfer is made, 
the timing of the announcement should be left to the 
Government, A premature announcement obviously 
might tip the hand of the United Nations as to where 
the next big push is to take place. 

So let’s break tp the clambake. 
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The new taxes which the Treasury is about to pro- 
pose will, it is said, jar our teeth out. The reference 
obviously is not to our eye teeth, which are already 
in Mr. Morgenthau’s possession.

VERY estimate of the length of the 

war involves large suppositions, An in- 

formed consensus is that victory over 
Germany probably will require another nine 
to 15 months. 

This supposes: (1) that the Russians can 
and will hold the offensive, if necessary 
pressing even beyond their 1941 boundaries; 
(2) that the Germans will be unable to 
check our strategic bombing, 


If both these suppositions prove to be 
wrong, the defeat of Germany is likely to 
be difficult. Either one alone might prove 
wrong without materially lengthening the 
war, In each, the time element is impor- 
tant. 

A Russian- — truce, formal or in- 
formal, next April, would be far less of a 
blow to the Western Allies than one this 
autumn. Meantime, the Germans would 
have suffered the additional months of 
strain and loss. Likewise, every additional 
bit of damage done by Allied bombers les- 
sens the value to the Germans of any coun- 
ter-measures they may be able to contrive. 


The Allies’ Ground Task. 


The German retreat in Russia has as- 
sumed the character of a strategic with- 
drawal, probably induced partly by Rus- 
sian counter-thrusts but also by the peril 
in the West, already manifest in the air 
and developing on the ground. The Ger- 
man High Command almost certainly has 
decided that the only hope of avoiding com- 
plete defeat lies in a prolonged defensive 
war or in division among the United Na- 
tions. 


The size of the job the Allies must do 
on the ground is suggested by the statement 
that at the present time the Germans alone 
may have more troops in Southern France, 
Italy, the Balkans, Crete and the Dodeca- 
nese than the Allies have throughout the 
and probably have more 


tries and Western Germany than the Allies 
now have in Britain trained and equipped 
for offensive operations. This is without 
counting the Germans’ central reserves, 
which may number more than 60 divisions, 
or troops they may be able to release from 
Russia, 


Thus the increment of troops for the |- 


assaults on the Continent must come chief- 
ly from the United States. The schedule 
of Allied invasions has been determined 
largely by the availability of ships to take 
American troops and their equipment and 
supplies to advanced bases and of landing 
craft to move the Allied 
beaches of Europe, 


German Defense Improved. 


The possibility of a German internal col- 
lapse remains, but as yet there are no re- 
liable signs that such a windfall is immi- 
nent. But it cannot be over-emphasized 
that Allied prospects of victory in 1944 de- 
pend heavily on the softening of Germany 
by strategic bombing — the next six 
months. ; 


The Germans have not only shifted the 
bulk of their fighter planes to the West, 
they have developed improved and ingenious 
anti-aircraft devices. Given time, their de- 
fenses might be made formidable. The 
prospects are that they will be overridden 
and subdued by the sheer weight of Allied 
air power, especially when it begins op- 
erating from lower Italy as well as from 
Britain, But the supreme trial between 


armies to the | 


Allied bombers and the German defenses 
has not yet been settled beyond dispute. 


EHatimates of the length of the war 
against Japan are extremely tentative. The 
conservatives say three to three and a half 
years. This is without calculating the pos- 
sibility of Russian aid. Apart from this pos- 
sibility, statements that victory over Japan 
can be won so many years “after” the capit- 
ulation of Germany are misleading, unless 
the date of the latter is agreed upon, 


The Pacific Timetable. 


The war against Japan is beginning to 
run largely on its own timetable, It com- 
petes with the European war for certain 
important items, including landing craft, 
troop transports and cargo vessels. But 
during the next stages, at least, its progress 
will depend largely upon naval forces—in- 
cluding naval air—already available in the 
Pacific or now released from the Mediter- 
ranean. 


Nevertheless, it the European war were 
to end tomorrow, a large part of the Brit- 
ish and American forces thus freed could 
not be deployed against Japan. For ex- 
ample, while more air power would be very 
helpful in the Pacific, nothing like the 
whole strength of the R. A. F. and United 
States Army Air Forces could now be used 
effectively against Japan. Its advantageous 
use would have to await the capture and 
development of more advanced bases. 


A better estimate of the war against 
Japan can be made in nine months, when 
we know the results of offensives now be- 
ing prepared. 


A TRIBUTE TO ERNIE PYLE: 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 


SURPRISING number of people will 

disagree with Ernie Pyle, while liking 
him for the statement, that there is “neith- 
er competition nor comparison” between 
him and John Steinbeck. Competition there 
probably is not, in the vulgar sense of striv- 
ing to best one another, but comparison 
is inevitable between two correspondents 
in the same territory, and the loyal army 
of daily readers Mr. Pyle has built up for 
himself will by no means agree that all 
the advantage lies with Mr. Steinbeck. 

For Mr. Pyle is an outstanding example 
of a man growing up to a big job. An old- 
time newspaper man, he has for years writ- 
ten pleasant but not particularly weighty 
impressions of this or that aspect of our 
changing scene. The months of front-line 
experience chronicled in the daily column 
have been something more than oompetent 
reporting. A few of them really deserve the 
overworked adjective “magnificent.” 

But the real value of the warmly human 
sympathy which has at last found such 
excellent expression has been that to thou- 
sands of anxious families, hungering for 
something more personal than the daily 
communique of battle, the daily Pyle col- 
umn has carried something of the comfort 
and reassurance of a letter from the front. 
His soldiers, sailors, nurses and brass-hats 
step out of the awful anonymity of units in 
a war and become the boys and men and 
women we know, 

So we disagree with Mr. Pyle’s modest 
reference to himself as “any daily deadline 
catcher,” and we feel that John Steinbeck, 
himself no mean interpreter of humanity in 
words, would agree emphatically that Ernie 
need occupy no second place among the 
few authentic interpreters of the human 
side of war. 


A Leader for Postwar Germany 
Is Nominated From the Right 


“Meet Mr. Biank,’”’ by Countess BR. G. Waldeck, 
(a. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York.) 


RDINARILY, this book would not merit 

a second thought. The mere fact, 
however, that it represents the direction 
which an influential segment of refugee 
thought is taking with regard to what must 
be done to postwar Germany invests it 
with inflated importance. Countess Wal 
deck supplements her title with the under- 
line, “The Leader of Tomorrow's Germans.” 
Her book is an attempt, through the agency 
of seeking for Germany's post-Hitlerian 
leadership, to delineate the pattern for post- 
war German society. 


Well, what kind of leader does she want 
for Germany? To begin with, she wants 
a strong man, one whom the people will 
respect even in their hour of defeat. She 
wants a man who can bring home the 
peace treaty and yet command the esteem 
which his office must have, if Germany 
is not again to disintegrate into chaos, 
In asking for such a man, Countess Wal- 
deck warns the Allies not to repeat the 
errors of 1918-19. She asks for a soft 
peace for Germany and a strong man to 
navigate the nation into a sea of peaceful 
international relations,

Reviewed are the possible men who may 
be considered as contenders for the leader 
ship. Rejected are the men upon whom 
we of the liberal democracies would pin 
our hopes for a progressive postwar world 
order—the labor leaders, the liberals, the 
great minds among the refugees. Yet 
Countess Waldeck flirts dangerously with 
the idea that perhaps the monarchy should 
be restored or that the Generals should 
sit on the bridge. : 


Her argument contends that what the 
German wants “is a sort of ‘good’ Nazism; 
a Nazism minus Gestapo terror, as opposed 
to the ‘bad’ Nazism of the Gestapo. But 
also as opposed to liberalism.” One specu- 
lates how Germans would respond to this 
thesis. It is shocking, to say the least, to 
think that anyone apparently so well in- 
formed on political affairs could arrive at 
such an unrealistic conclusion. 


The logic of this thinking leads the 
Countess to ask for a German Talleyrand. 
Her two candidates for this job are none 
other than (1) Otto Meissner, successively 
Secretary of State to Ebert, Hindenburg 
and Hitler, and (2) the notorious financier, 
Dr, Hjalmar Schacht. Dr. Schacht is the 
favorite, in her eyes, for he “would come 
to the peace table as a Germany-firster. 
Which may be as it should be.” 


Of course, she pays lip service to future 
liberalism and the preparation of the youth 
of the nation for liberalism tomorrow. But, 
writes the Countess, “perhaps those of us 
who have liberalism at heart can give Ger- 
man liberalism a chance by doing things 
the other way around this time.” The other 
way around is placing the fate of Germany 
in the hands of the strong men, the nation- 
alists who differ from Hitler only in degree, 


So far as the Countess is concerned, “cnly 


‘a severely conservative regime which has 


the emphasis on military discipline and 
Christian morality, and would be supported 
by moderate labor groups, will be able to 
check the powerful revolutionary energies 
of the Fourth Reich.” There you have it. 
Postwar Germany must not seek a better 
life, but return to the status quo ante 
bellum. 

It is to be hoped that such reactionary, 
destructive thinking enjoys less prestige 
among those who may be postwar Ger- 
many’s leaders than would be indicated, 
A Germany of Countess Waldeck’s design 
would be catastrophic.

GENERALITIES ARE NOT A POLICY 


Senators may well be right in not wishing to debate now the 
abstract and general proposition laid down in the Fulbright 
resolution. .The action of the House is a clear and unimpeach- 

able expression of public opinion, and the next step igs to move from 
the general principle to the particular and practical application of it. 


Though little attention has been 
paid to it as yet, aomething hap- 
pened last week which will compel 


Congress to face the real issues of 
our foreign policy, or admit that it 
is not interested in them. By an 
agreement reached by President 
Roosevelt, Secretary Hull and 
President Quezon, a resolution has 
been introduced in the Senate by 
Tydings and in the House by Bell 
of Missouri to give the Philippine 
Islands their complete independ- 
ence at any time within thirty days 
of the passage of the resolution. 
Under existing law, known as the 
Tydings-McDuffie act, the Philip- 
pines become an _ independent 
sovereign state on July 4, 1946. 

This ac*ion is being taken to 
counteract the Japanese move to 
set up a Quisling puppet govern- 
ment in Manila.

How to Defend Them. 

INCE no one will pretend that 

the Philippines alone are 
capable of defending them- 
selves, the question must be faced 
@ to how the Philippines are to be 
defended after the United Nations 
have recovered them from the 
Japanese. Under the existing act, 
the United States retains its 
“naval reservations and fueling 
stations” after full independence is 
granted and until a treaty dealing 
with them has been negotiated 
with the Philippine government. 
But the,land and air defenses of 
the islands pass at once out of our 
hands. 


It is evident that this act, which | °Y 


Was passed in 1934, takes no ac 
count of the fact, so amply demon- 
strated at Hawaii and Singapore, 
that a navy cannot defend a naval 
base. It places upon the Filipinos 
an implied obligation to‘ defend, 
though they lack the means, our 
naval bases, and it places us in 
the position where we have a naval 
base at a distance of 7000 miles to 
which we cannot — an as- 
sured defense. 
⸗ = 

Regardless of what Japanese 
propaganda or Filipino Quislings 
may make of it, this is not a 
statesmanlike solution of the prob- 
lem. Senator Tydings says that 
we must take this action as a 
propaganda measure. It would be 
better propaganda because -far 
more convincing to the thoughtful 
if we took the position that the 
effective independence of the 
islands must be accomplished by 
the formation of a reliable regime 
of security in the Pacific. 

A Filipino who does not see 
that is not fit to govern an inde- 
pendent state. An American who 
does not see that is making the 
fatal error of creating a distant 
entanglement without providing 
the necessary means to carry out 
the commitment. 


Can’t Withdraw Entirely. 
F OR what earthly good is inde- 
pendence to the Philippines if 

the United States is incapable of 
defending them? And how can 
the United States afford to retain 
the commitment, which the naval 
bases as well as considerations of 
humanity would entail, if no 
agreements have been reached 
which make secure the whole 
region in which the islands lie?: 
We cannot withdraw entirely, and 
wash our hands of the Philippines, 
without washing our hands also of 
China, the etherlands Indies, 
Australia. The Philippines are. the 
strategic center of that whole 
region. If it were our intention 
to leave the Far East, we need 
not have had a war with Japan 
in 1941. s 

On the other hand we cannot 
take the tremendous risk of stay- 
ing there with just enough force 
to get into trouble and with not 
enough force to be invulnerable. 
If Bataan and Corregidor have 
not burned that lesson upon our 
minds, we are hard to teach when 
it comes to foreign affairs.

MUSEUM ACQUIRES TREATISES 
BY GERMAN PAINTER DUERER 


An unusual volume containing 
three famous treatises by the six- 
teenth century German painter, Al- 
brecht Duerer, has been acquired 
by the City Art Museum and will 
remain on view in the gallery of 
recent accessions for one month, 
it was announced today. The vol- 
ume contains the painter’s “Trea- 
tise on Measurement,” published 
in 1528, his “Treatise on Artistic 
Anatomy,” 1528, and his “Treatise 
on Fortifications,” 1527. 

Duerer, whose life span (1471- 
1528) coincided .with the transition 
period in northern Europe from 
medieval Gothic to the Renaissance, 
was one of the foremost creative 
artists and intellectuals of the time, 
and one of the most influential fig- 
ures in German art, 

The three treatises, purchased 
for $450, combine Duerer’s esthetic 
philosophy and include many well- 
known Duerer drawings of anatom- 
ical and geometrical subjects.

Father O'Malley, 54 years old, 
died last night in DePaul Hospital 
of heart disease, after having been 
in a coma several days. He en- 
tered the hospital Sept. 14. 

Father O’Malley had been rector, 
or president, of the seminary since 
1938. In that time, and during his 
earlier connection with the insti- 
tution as professor of church his- 
tory and vice-rector, Father O'Mal- 
ley had been in great demand as 
a preacher and conductor of re- 
treats. 

Last summer he was scheduled 
to conduct retreats in several 
cities, but illness compelled can- 
cellation of this schedule after he 
filled engagements at Trinity Col- 
lege, Washington, D. C., and at 
Spokane, Wash. On his way home 
from Spokane he was several days 
in a hospital at Pendleton, Ore. 

He was born in Chicago, and was 
graduated from DePaul University 
there in 1907. In the same year he 
entered the Congregation of the 
Mission, known also as the Vin- 
centian Order, at St. Mary’s of the 
Barrens, Perryville, Mo. He re- 
mained there as a teacher after his 
ordination in 1912, until going to 
Rome, where he spent two years 
in Colegio Angelico. He returned 
to St. Mary’s as Master of Novices, 
and in 1917 took a professorship at 
Kenrick. 

From 1926 to 1932 he was pastor 
of St. Vincent’s Church, Los An- 
geles, where his preaching drew 
large congregations. He directed 
the interior decoration of the 
church, which was in charge of 
Ralph Adams Cram, noted archi- 
tect, this work costing $500,000. 
Father O’Malley’s face is one of 
those appearing in a large mural 
showing priests of the Mission sur- 
rounding the founder, St. Vincent 
De Paul,. Returning to St. Louis, 
he was vice-rector of the seminary 
for six years before being made 
head of the institution. 

His silver jubilee in the priest- 
hood was celebrated in 1937 with a 
testimonial dinner attended by 
about 200 priests. In the same 
year he made a tour of the Holy 
Land and Oriental countries. 

He is survived by three sisters, 
Miss Ellen O’Malley, Miss Rose 
O’Malley and Sister M. Martine, all 
of Chicago, and a brother, David 
O’Malley of Chicago.

Writ by Judge Moore 
Bars Jurisdiction Over 
Laundries as Not Being 


In War Work. 


Arguments as to the War Labor 
Board’s jurisdiction over laundries, 
not engaged in war work, will be 
heard next Thursday by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore. The hearing ‘will follow 
Judge Moore’s action yesterday 
afternoon in issuing a temporary 
restraining order, which postponed 
a meeting of a WLB panel, to con- 
sider wage demands affecting Na- 
tional Laundry Co., 3401 Laclede 
avenue, and Grand Laundry and 
Cleaning Co., 3044 Lawton avenue. 

Counsel for the laundry compa- 
nies, Wayne Ely and Charles H. 
Spoehrer, will contend that the 
laundries, not being engaged in 
war work, are not under WLB 


jurisdiction, as fixed by the Smith- 
Connally Act. They are prepared 
to maintain also that the laundries, 
not being in interstate commerce, 
are not subject to jurisdiction of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, under the Wagner Act. 

The St. Louis panel of WLB con- 
sists of Franklin Miller, former 
Circuit Attorney and Circuit Judge, 
as public member; Guy Tipton, 
labor member; and Jacob Stocke, 
industry member. Stocke lately 
replaced James Newman, who re- 
signed in protest against the claim 
of jurisdiction in the laundry case. 

The WLB panel recently certi- 
fied Local 108, AFL Laundry 
Workers’ International Union, as 
bargaining agent for the employes 
of the two firms. The union filed 
a réquest for wage increases, and 
the companies were notified of a 
hearing last Friday, At that time, 
the companies’ counsel filéd a mo- 
tion with the panel, that it dismiss 
the case for lack of jurisdiction. 
The hearing was then laid over 
until yesterday, when the attor- 
neys again appeared and gave no- 
tice of their intended appeal to 
Federal Court. 

Filing of an injunction petition 
by the laundries’ counsel, and issu- 
ance of the temporary restraining 
order against the WLB, followed a 
long conference of the attorneys 
with Judge Moore yesterday. 

Attorney Ely said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that, so far as 
he knew, the question of WLB 
jurisdiction over non-war  busi- 
nesses had not been raised in this 
form before.

Durocher Would 
Stay ‘If Salary 
Stays $30,000’ 


CINCINNATI, Sept..30 (AP).— 
Leo Durocher, who will be called 
upon to renegotiate his managerial 
contract with the Brooklyn 
Dodgers at the end of the season, 
said today that he would not con- 
tinue as manager if he had to ac- 
cept a substantial salary cut. He 
added he would agrees to remain 
as manager without a _ contract, 
provided the salary was satisfac- 
tory. 

President Branch Rickey of the 
Dodgers announced in Pittsburgh 
last night that Durocher would be 
given his release as player-manager 
at the end of the season Sunday 
and then would be considered as a 
bench manager. 

“If Mr. Rickey wants me to re- 
main as manager of the Dodgers 
for a salary of $15,000, Durocher 
won’t be the manager next year,” 
declared Leo. “I get $30,000 for this 
year and that is the same salary I 
received last season. I do not 
think I should be asked to take a 
salary cut. The Brooklyn club 
has always paid me big dough. 
New York is a city where the 
manager of the team should be well 
paid. Jo McCarthy _-t: about 
$40,000 from the Yankees and Mel 
Ott is well paid by the Giants. 

“T would agree to continue as 

manager of the Dodgers without 
signing a contract if that is what 
Mr. Rickey wants, but if the pay 
is to be about $15,000,-Durocher 
will not be the Dodgers’ manager 
next year.” 
Durocher said that he would 
leave for New York Sunday night 
for a conference with Rickey and 
that by next Wednesday he should 
know definitely whether he is to 
be retained as manager.

Italians told me. 

Beside the overturned chassis in 
the ditch was a Paris-made letter 
folder. Inside was a neatly type- 
written message to “mein lieber 
Kurt.” from a bitterly distressed 
girl who identified herself as 
“Bobb.” 

I've just read this letter—so de- 
spairing and war weary and anti- 
Nazi—that it casts an amazing 
light on what the Germ home 
front has been thinking. It was 
dated Aug. 1, 1943. 

“It’s now weeks and months that 
my last two letters have gone un- 
answered,” wrote the Berlin girl 
“I had hoped you 
might surprise me by suddenly ap- 
pearing on leave and I waited in 
the summer heat as if I were sit- 
ting on ice... are our diplomatic 
relations broken off? Are they to 
be replaced by enemy activity? 
. « « IT hope that you are healthy, 
secure and in good circumstances 
and between times are well off 
under Greater Germany’s Korporal 
(Hitler?). 

“Everything here is satisfactory. 
.». Allied terror attacks are great- 
er than ever. ... Hamburg, which 
is spoken of as a ‘general test,’ 
suffered heavily. ... Everything 
is satisfactory except that my 76- 
year-old father’s home was hit and 
burned down. He was knocked un- 
conscious and was taken to the 
hospital with grave burns. 

“Reichsmarshal (Goering?) 
whose mouth was always so full 
of words is not silent. He is called 
‘Tengelmann’ (name of a German 
chain system of restaurants) be- 
cause in so many towns he has had 
defeat.” 

That letter mocking Germany’s 
“Korporal” and “Reichsmarshal” 
reached Kurt, according to the 
postmark, about the time he and 
his Nazi comrades were fighting 
in the desperate withdrawal from 
Sicily. 

Its complaints were hardly cal- 
culated to raise his morale. But he 
didn’t tear it up. In the long, 
harassed Italian retreat he kept it 
among his baggage. And five days 
ago when he was killed it lay in 
the white dust of an Apennine road 
until enemy hands picked it up and 
enemy eyes read it.

I RECITED the oath mechanically. My body 
was in that little shack at Blanding. I could hear 
the rain beating down, hear the cry of “Up, two, 
three, four” from marching troops, see the 
trucks lumbering down the streets, but my spirit 
wasn't in Blanding.

“AGAINST ALL enemies whomsoever.” For 
the first time I quit being Henry McLemore, for 
the first time I quit being a Southerner who has 
talked about Dixie being the only good part of 
the country, and who has said that the South 
was right and the North was wrong.

Some of the best 
orators in the world are in the pulpits of America but some 
of the poorest speakers are also there, Despite 25 years of 
sermonizing, many clergymen are still unable to interest a 
crowd. And others from business or professional fields, seem 
oblivious to the first psychological requisites of a good speech. 
Every intelligent dndividual can learn to make an interesting 
talk. There is a formula for so doing. And it isn’t very diffi- 
cult to follow directions, except for the stage fright that be- 
ginners always suffer.

THE STAGE FRIGHT wears off considerably with prac- 
tice, though every good speaker is keyed up before an ad- 
dress. Here is the formula for making an interesting talk, 
sermon or address. First, pick out a text or main idea. It 
is the major destination for your forensic journey and helps 


you keep on the highway. Second, dig up several stories that | 


will help advance your idea toward its logical conclusion. By 
stories, I refer not necessarily to humor or anecdotes, but 
to narrative episodes with a moral or logical point that fits 
into the major theme of your address, People always enjoy 
narration, so they will listen with rapt attention to a discus- 
sion of the Einstein theory or the composition of bricks,” if 
you can do so via a chain of stories. This technique is called 
the “anecdotal method.” It is popular with the audicnce 
and easy on the speaker, for the latter d..an’t have to mem- 
orize hig talk.

IT IS HELPFUL to be enthusiastic and. fervent in your 
message. Rememiber, the hotter the fire, the quicker the 
kettle boils. A livewire, fervent speaker up the audi- 
ence more quickly. It catches its enthusiasm from the speak- 
er, or conversely grows cold if he acts dull and unenthusiastic. 
Keep a few jokes in reserve to use in an explosive way to 
waken the crowd and bring it back to a polarized condition 
with yourself as the focal point. Never read a speech, unless 
over the radio where that is required, Use a few notes, 
partly to reassure yourself, for you may never look at them.

A Squeeze 
Play Must 
Be Timed 


By Ely Culbertson 


N a great many cases, the most 
| important feature of squeeze 

plays is timing. A card led too 
goon or too late, even by as little 
as one trick, may throw the entire 
mechanism out of kilter. Consider 
how close to victory the declarer 
was in the following deal: 

South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable.

North’s bidding deserved no med- 
als, his jump to six spades being 
particularly unrestrained, but the 
fact remains that the slam con- 
tract should have been fulfilled 
against the opening lead that was 
made and the favorable position 
of cards declarer found. 

West, with little to go by, led a 
low club, and declarer captured 
Hast’s queen with the ace. The 
spade king was laid down; East 
won and returned a club, declarer 
played the 10, West the jack and 
dummy the king. Now, obviously 
with the hope of getting a 33 
diamond break and a successful 
heart finesse, declarer ran every 
trump, discarding a heart and a 
club from dummy. The heart 
finesse was on, all right, but need- 
less to say West held on to his 
diamond stopper and declarer was 
helpless. 

Careful analysis of this deal dis- 
closes that even if declarer con- 
cedes himself a 3-3 diamond break, 
he still requires the heart finesse, 
since he would have only four 
tricks in spades, four in diamonds 
and two in clubs. Observe the 
vast difference if the unavoidable 
heart finesse ig taken earlier in 
the play. After knocking out the 
trump ace and winning East's 
club return with the king, declarer 
leads a trump to his own hand 
and takes the heart finesse then 
and there. When it succeeds, he 
draws the last trump, cashes the 
heart ace, then cashes the ace and 
queen of diamonds, getting the 
“news” about the diamond break, 
Now only one hope is left: West, 
who has been shown to have the 
diamond stopper, must also have 
the club nine. Declarer cashes 
his remaining trumps and West 
is squeezed, MDeclarer’s holding, 
after his last trump is played, 
consists of a low diamond and 
the heart 10. Dummy, waiting to 
discard after West, has the K-7 
of diamonds and the eight of 
clubs, West has the Hobson’s 
choice of unguarding the diamond 
suit or relinquishing the club nine. 
Whatever he does, dummy does 
the opposite, and the contract is 
home.

Short Cuts 
Safely Used 


In Diagnosis

NE of the most distinguished 
0* American physicians has 

proposed some short cuts for 
the busy physician, overworked in 
thesé wartime days. They are per- 
fectly safe short cuts too, and 
simply based on common sense, 
which is that instead of piling up 
a lot of laboratory tests and x-ray 
examinations he can save the over- 
worked laboratory technician and 
x-ray technician plenty of time by 
sitting down a few minutes and 
analyzing the patient’s own story 
of the illness. 

When somebody doubts whether 
he can be accurate in this way 
without a check-up by laboratory 
he says, “Suppose you hear a child 
cough violently, then whoop, and 
finally vomit. Wouldn’t you know 
what it had?” “Surely,” says the 
doubter, “it would have whooping 
cough.” Certainly you'd be sure 
of it, wouldn’t you, because you 
had seen that picture many times 
before. You wouldn't need any 
laboratory tests. All right then, 
why can’t you see that after years 
of studying the sick and listening 
to their tales of woe, I ought to 
be able to recognize a few well- 
known diseases the minute I hear 
the story?”

LOTS OF TIMES the laboratory 
or the x-ray reveals something the 
patient certainly has, but it is evi- 
dent from the story that that is 
not causing the trouble. Blind ;ac- 
ceptance of laboratory informa- 
tion may lead to mistakes. | 

Here is a small, nervous woman, 
who the laboratory says has a 
metabolism rate of minus 35. That 
means she ought to have thyroid 
extract and she gets it, and im- 
mediately gets worse and more 
nervous, Well, anyone can see by 
looking at her that she is not de- 
ficient in thyroid: she is small, 
wiry, nervous, mentally alert. 
Something else is the trouble no 
matter what the laboratory said. 

Then there is the common case 
of the individual who has a con- 
tinuous fever of 99%. There have 
been thousands of blood examina- 
tions and everything else without 
revealing anything. Well, the fact 
is that for a lot of nervous, high- 
strung people a temperature of 
99% is perfectly normal, Treat 
the man, not his fever.

A PATIENT who has had a 
gallbladder operation, and a year 
afterward has a recurrence of the 
same symptoms, doesn’t need a 
wearisome x-ray re-examination of 
his gallbladder. The story is proof 
positive that even if his gallbladder 
was diseased, that wasn't the 
cause of the trouble. 

Food allergy is another condi- 
tion which the patient frequently 
diagnoses on himself in these days 
when the laymen discuss the new 
fads in medicine just as much as 
the doctors. To prove a case of 
food allergy, however, takes an 
enormous amount of time with 
skin tests and elimination diets. 
Instead of that, why not have the 
patient go without food entirely 
for 48 hours? If this does not re- 
lieve the indigestion, flatulence, 
headache, stuffy nose, there is lit- 
tle chance any kind of a diet will 
be found to do so. If the patient 
says he couldn’t bear to fast 48 
hours then his troubles really 
don’t bother him very much.

Big Bill Starling, Who Guarded Five Presidents, Leaves Secret Service Ings Are

IG BILL SsT ING always 

wanted to be a surgeon, even 

when he was a gangling straw- 
berry-blond youth stomping up 
and down the Kentucky foothills 
serving court orders as a deputy 
sheriff. He still dreamed of the 
operating table and the skillfully- 
wielded scalpel when he went on 
to the freight yards of East St. 
Louis to hunt down boxcar thieves 
for the L. & N. Railroad. 


Later, when he entered the Se- 
cret Service and was assigned to 
the White House detail to guard 
the President, he still day-dreamed 
occasionally of ether masks and 
white-uniformed nurses and glis- 
tening hospital ‘corridors, He had 
wanted to relieve people of their 
pain, to make them well. Grad- 
ually a thought came to him that 
pacified him. His mission in life 
was to be preventative, not cur- 
ative, It was just as humane, 


And so Col. Edmund W. Starling 
settled down to the exciting, ex- 
haustive job of protecting the 
chief executive of the nation. He 
was well qualified to do so, both 
physically and through training. 
As a railroad special agent and 
as an express company sleuth, he 
had shown an uncanny knack for 
getting his man. Physically he 
was, and is, of Superman propor- 
tions. He tips the scales at 206, is 
six feet two inches tall and has 
the broad, muscled shoulders of 
a football fullback,

HE strawberry-blond hair has 
T one since thinned to a reced- 

ing gray-white tuft and his 
sharp blue eyes have faded with 
the years, for now, at 68, Big Bill 
Starling is going to retire. But his 
frecvkled wrists are still thick and 
strong, his hands are tough and 
gnarled, and he walks with the 
same erect bearing with which he 
first came to the White House in 
1914 to become Woodrow Wilson's 
shadow. 

He’ has guarded five Presidents 
altogether, and has done his job 
well. He made both trips to Eu- 
rope with Wilson in 1918-19, and 
stood behind him in the Hall of 
Mirrors at Versailles when the 
Treaty of Peace was signed, He 
was at Wilson’s side when the 
President suffered his breakdown 

ar Wichita, Kan. while speak- 
ing for a League of Nations that 
would prevent future disastrous 
world wars. 

When President Warren 4G. 
Harding died in San Francisco en 
route home from Alaska, Col, Star- 
ling was with him, too, And to 
President Calvin Coolidge he was 
more than a glorified bodyguard. 
“Silent Cal” took Starling with him 
on many fishing trips. Some press 
stories have it that Coolidge taught 
Starling to be a good fisherman, 
how to go after trout with a dry 
fly instead of a worm or grass- 
hopper. Col, Starling says that’s 
all wrong. . 

“Coolidge didn’t take me fish- 
ing,” he corrects with his pleasant 
Kentucky drawl. “I took him. We 
often went to Lake Superior, Wis., 
and in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota. Coolidge was an apt pu- 
pil.” 

President Herbert Hoover, dis- 
traught. over crime conditions in 
the nation’s capital, asked Starling 
to take the post of chief of police 


My Day -o-

HYDE PARK, Sept. 30. 

WANT to tell you about the 
| day when we landed about 

noon on a small island. It has 
a very large lagoon in the cen- 
ter, and a narrow belt of land. In 
all, I suppose the area of land is 
not much over three square miles, 
but around the lagoon would be, 
perhaps a 30 mile drive. There is 
a native village on the island and 
some of the natives wanted to 
know if I was General Mac- 
Arthur’s “woman.” They are very 
generous people and had gifts of 
shell necklaces and grass skirts 
for me and for those with me. 


Our men here are very busy 
building the whole station, and 
have not been overseas quite as 
long as in. some of the other 
islands. Therefore, there is not the 
strong desire to get home, which 
you find when men have been 
many months without a furlough. 


Our navigator seemed to me 
nothing short of a miracle worker, 
for how he hit these little dots 
without any deviation in course 
I wouldn’t understand. Nothing 
but waves and small fleecy clouds 
would be in sight, and then some- 
one would point and there would 
be the island, 


On this island, the resident 
manager said something. which 
made me realize again how small 
the world is. I asked what the na- 
tives did to earn a living, and his 
reply was “when you ladies gave 
up wearing pearl buttons, you took 
away what was their traditional 
way of life.” Fortunately, for 
them, they need little and the 
islands produce most of their food. 
Now, in some places, they work 
for the Americans but in others 
they do no work except what is 
essentia] to their daily living. 


On every island, our men have 
built an airport, defenses, storage 
areas, and living. quarters have 
gradually been improved. The 
adaptability and ingenuity of the 
men is astounding. The resident 
at the largest island we have yet 
visited told me that the first 
troops arrived in the middle of 
the rainy season and he marveled 
at their accomplishments. Native 


* 


houses are hullt on posts high 
off the ground because of the 
rains. Our men had to live in 
tents, and one boy told me the 
rain washed their barrack bags 
out into a little stream and they 
had to run after them to rescue 
them, Nevertheless, the work was 
done and now mail comes every 
10 days; at first six weeks was 
the minimum. Life is fairly com- 
fortable on a camping-out scale. 


One evening we landed at an 
air field just at sunset. To my 
surprise, there was no twilight in 
this part of the world. We had 
barely gone a short way by boat 
to a nearby and larger island, be- 
fore it was night. Day came just 
as suddenly. The moon and the 
stars shone and it was night, and 
then, before you realize it, full 
daylight. We spent two nights on 
this island, and I began my day 
early by breakfast at 7, with some 
of the men, 


They started an interesting talk, 
because one of them had heard a 
broadcast from home in which he 
said the speaker claimed that if 
all the women and older men now 
at work were dismissed and re- 
turning soldiers got their jobs, 
there would still be 500,000 soldiers 
without work. How anyone .ar 
rived at these figures I don't know, 
but such things are on the men's 
minds. They want to know what 
we at home are planning for the 
future. 


I visited Army and Navy forces 
all over the island. One unit, off 
by itself, over a road only the 
jeeps and trucks could negotiate, 
seemed to be enjoying its isolation. 
The young lieutenant in command 
came from Seattle, I think. At 
least, he knew Puget ‘Sound well 
and had a little sailboat which 
he said he tipped over regularly.
